MAKING A NEW NOSE NOT AN 
~" UNUSUAL SURGICAL "MIRACLE"

one of the commonest is to replace 
a nose that has been destroyed. This 
Is performed with great success lu 
many cases, especially when there is 
enough bono and cartilage left of tho 
original nose to glv; a fair founda- 
tion for the surgical creation. 


Briefly speaking, the method is to 


cut a nose-shaped flap from the fore- 
head, twlm. it round without sever- 
ing it, bring It down and model it 
Into a noH<;-»li!ii>e over the missing 
part 


The up-to-date surgeon makes a 


paper model of the nose to be created 
ana pastes It upon the forehead. The 
narrow part of the mapped out flap 
is near th<- actual bridge of the nose, 
whllo thp broad l»ac« of 
the

comes from that part of theforehpad 
near tho hairlinf.

notabte French settlement in Ohio 
wag that at Gallipolis—the name ol 
the city and the county of which it 
is the seat, attesting that it -was the

minor settlements in the early days 
of emigrants from France. 


Such a settlement was established 


in Bells Run in Highland county. It 
was not a large one, but because pro- 
vision was made Tor religious exer- 
cises in their o~wn language, thess 
French settlers clung to their lang- 
uage much longer than was the case 
even in places where 
many 
more 


Frenchmen located in this state. 


In 1847 the attention was called 


to the authorities of the Presbyte- 
rian church in that jurisdiction that 
there was a people who were receiv- 
ing no religious attention whatever, 
and they supplied the deficiency. 
Kvidently there were 
not 
enough 


French people there 
to 
sustain a 


rreacher alone and so far as the rec- 
ord goes the pulpit was supplied by 
preachers who had charge of other 
churches of that denomination in 
the presbytery, by giving part time 
to "The French Church." 


Emilius Grande Girard, a native 


of France, was their first preacher. 
He got into some kind of a dispute 
with the French congregation and 
was soon retired 
He was followed 


by Valentine Rodrez. Paul Druhot 
and 
Leo 
Dionne—all 
natives 
of 


France ami most of them educated 
there 


Descendants of these French peo- 


pie are still to be found in the vi- 
cinity but their children, 
learning 


the 
English 
laneuase, 
there are 


probably none left among them now 
who can speak French.

FURNISHES HOG l-'OUAGK 


Rape seeded in the last cultivation 
of corn furnishes abundant nitro- 
genous feed for hogs if the corn is 
to be hogged down In the fall. If the 
corn is harvested by other means 
the rape still makes excellent fall 
pasture after the corn has been re- 
moved. 


Some high protein 
feed yields 


best results when fed with corn for 
most rapid gains, as shown by the 
tests at the Ohio Experiment Sta- 
tion. Tankage and skimmilk may be 
used to furnish the supplements out 
rape or some other green forage 
crop, such as clover or alfalfa, will 
•serve- the' same purpose and often 
is cheaper. 


In seeding rape ineorn, farmers 


generally 
use from one or two 


pounds to the acre, and it may be 
sown broadcast or with a grain drill. 
Sometimes - tin can with a small 
hole in it is suspended on each side 
of the cultivator of corn and tha 
seed distributed in this jsasser. The 
Dwarf Essex variety is most com- 
monly grown.

FIND HESSIAN FLY 


IX OHIO WHEATFIEMW 


An entomolglral survey of Ohio 


wheatfields which is now being car- 
ried on by the departments of en- 
tomology of the Ohio Experiment 
Station, the Ohio State University 
and the State Department of Agri- 
culture, shows that Hessian fly will 
probably be abundant during the 
coming fall and that wheat seeding 
dates will ha\e to conform to the 
habits of the insects to prevent an 
outbreak in 1020. 


The investigation which is now 


being made during wheat harvest 
will be soon completed and recom- 
mendations will be made to Ohio 
farmers regarding control of the fl;>.

Mr. Camper's report, which is full of very glaring errors, that 
the citizens of Lima should be advised as to the truth.

Electric Engineer in checking Mr. Camper's report finds the 
following errors:— 


ESTIMATE I. He states he can build one hundred miles 


of pole line, forty poles per mile, in the streets of Lima at a cost 
of $39,875.00,

We know by experience that one hundred miles of pole 


line built with the size of poles specified by Mr. Campers and the 
number per mile will cost from $60,000.00 to $75,000.00, also 
that it is impracticable to build one hundred miles of pole line 
in the streets of Lima with only .forty poles per mile, an aver- 
age thirty-five foot pole and that the actual cost will be over 
$100,000.00. This does not include wires, cross arms^ fixtures, 
station equipment, lamps and fixtures.

The cost of current which Mr. Campers claims will be .0083

Quail Makes Speech 


Citizens of Lima will be given an 


opportunity, at the coming prtm- 
*»ry election, August 12, to decide 
tirJUether or not they desire the ta- 
vtollation of a municipal lighting sys- 
tem, aa the result of steps taken by 
city council last night at a very beat* 
«d session. 
OChe public will vote up- 


on a $100,000 bond Issue which 
would be used for the Installation 
of the plant and system and to pay 
the city's share of a boulevard light- 
ing system In the business district. 


This amount will be for the in- 


stallation of a 600 lamp service, 
•which will cost approximately $81,- 
iGSO, and $12,000 for the city's pro- 
portion of boulevard lights, and will 
leave a surplus of about $6,000 to 
take care of incidentals which may 
arise. These figures are taken from 
the estimate returned by Q.. H. 
Gainpers, Columbus expert, who -was 
present at last night's meeting. 


Many Attend 


Several hundred Interested citi- 


zens were present, and loudly voiced 
their sentiments during the session. 
Immediately following the opening 
of council, Ckunpers was called to 
the president's desk, and President 
Dempster announced to councitmen 
that Campers was prepared to an- 
swer all questions concerning his re- 
port. 


Questions Estimate 


Councilman Foster, WHO some 


months ago moved to have this es- 
timate returned by the light expert, 
was apparently the only member of 
the body who had assumed an an- 
tagonistic attitude toward a muni- 
cipal plant. He questioned the cor- 
rectness of Gampors report. Taking 
the estimate, Foster proceeded to go 
through it minutely, questioning the 
export upon everything not clear to 
him, and endeavoring to catch Cam- 
pers in some clause of the report. 


He, was not successful, however, as 


the expert answered with a readiness 
every question asked him. One of 
Mr. Foster's first questions was "in 
what manner will the new system 
take care of gas lights as the con- 
tract for them expires, and will a 
new polo have to be erected Tor a 
electric light where gas lamps are 
now used?" 


Answers Question 


To this question, Mr Campers re- 


plied, it will simply moan a matter 
of placing a bracket on the pole sup- 
porting the eJectric wire, nearest 
tho pole used by the gas lamp. This 
statement was very clear to every one 
Tirnspnt cTfrnpt Mr. Foster, who eith- 
er couldn't get it through his brain, 
or didn't want to.

Judge Quail said: "I

will be put to a vote of the people." 
Continuing, the judge said: "The 
citizens of Lima have always paid for 
a lot more than they have ever ,-s- 
celved from the phio Electric.

electricity they use." 


Judge Quail then stated it is his
